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Defense Chief Wilson Looks Ahead 


Despite the defense production pro- 
gram and its concurrent inflation, the 
economy of the United States is being 
strengthened daily and will continue to 
expand after mobilization has reached 
its peak. ° 


That is the opinion of Defense Mobili- 
zation Director Charles E. Wilson, who 
Sunday told the Junior Bar Conference in 
New York that neither the nation’s wage 
scales nor its production economy will ever 
go back to pre-Korean war levels. 


In a report on defense production which 
was; on the whole, optimistic, Mr. Wil- 
son made some reasonable predictions. 
They reveal the statesmanlike qualities 
which led him to chairmanship of one of 
the world’s greatest corporations and into 
his present task of guiding the nation’s 
economy through its second great mobili- 
zation crisis in less than 15 years. 


Coupled with his optimism, Mr. Wilson 
issued a warning or two to his fellow citi- 
zens. He cited the necessity of stronger 
controls to curb inflation, even though he 
personally abhors them. He sees no other 
way to solve.the problem caused by allo- 
cating $50,000,000,000 a year to war produc- 
tion. With the value of defense items 
either completed or in the process of com- 
pletion in any one month now totaling 
$2,500,000,000, inflation offers as great a 
threat as the Communists the defense pro- 
gram is designed to checkmate. 


“I have asked this question,” he said, 
“and I will ask it again—has our economy, 
Our industry, been harmed by controls? 
And then I look over the balance sheets of 


the nation’s industries, in a few of which 
I still own a few shares of stock, and I find 
they are making more money, sometimes 
40 per cent more, than they did in 1950, 
and 1950 was not a bad year. So I ask 
again, has anyone been hurt and has any- 
one got another plan for keeping infla- 
tion under control?” 

Exhibiting further. wisdom, Mr. Wilson 
praised the Department of Defense for do- 
ing an excellent job of procurement in the 
mobilization effort. Because we must re- 
arm quickly, mistakes are inevitable. We 
are again paying the price for failing to 
maintain the strength necessary for our 
own defense, much less that of a world 
threatened with Communist aggression. 
With speed, there are bound to be mis- 
takes and waste. Despite these, the over- 
all picture is good. 

e defense mobilizer says we must be- 
come conservation-minded. The country 
is facing shortages of various kinds, only 
one of which is copper. 

Although we have been able to find 
new sources of most materials we have 
used up and wasted, “our luck cannot hold 
out forever. The time has come when 
even the richest country in the world has 
to,consider problems of raw material scar- 
cities and the need for conservation.” 

War is a great consumer, responsible 
for scarcities.. Another general war would 
probably leave the United States bank- 
rupt of many of the things needed for the 
high standard of living we demand. That 
this is so makes doubly important the job 
Mr. Wilson is doing in guiding production 
to prevent another conflict.

“Marry in Georgia, repent in Florida! 
That seems to be the policy of too many 
couples these days, according to a neighbor 
of ours to the south. 


Judge O. L. Drayton Jr. of Clearwater 
attributes the undue number of divorce 
cases in Florida to Georgia’s lenient mari- 
tal laws. The Clearwater jurist referred 
specifically to his state’s three-day “cool- 
ing-off” requirement as contrasted to curb 
service on licenses in Georgia. 


Young couples can by-pass the Florida 
law, he said, cross the state line to Georgia 
“in one night and get married.” 


Thus from Florida comes the same com- 
plaint we have been getting from the Chat- 
tanooga area—border stations where a 
couple bent on matrimony can get a quick 
blood test and license and the vows said 
over them in one short stop. For an extra 


dollar the squire might even skip some of 
the ceremonial words. 

The Florida judge has hit, not only 
upon a weakness of the Georgia law, but 
upon one of the underlying causes of this 
nation’s high divorce rate. Marriage is not 
directly a cause of divorce, but you can’t 
have the latter without the former. Di- 
vorce proceedings don’t just happen. Like 
highway wrecks and fires, they are caused. 
Keeping a marriage from happening when 
obviously it should not happen means one 
less contract to be broken by the divorce 
courts. 

We want to attract industry to Georgia, 
but we mean textile mills, paper mills and 
steel mills—not marriage mills. 

The blood test law has helped some, 
but the evidence shows that it alonevis not 
enough.

President Truman 
Ridicules Criti 
cs 
WASHINGTON — President Truman had a 
point in reminding his critics the other day that 
they have been shouting national bankruptcy too 
long for the public to be taken in by such cries of alarm. 

As he said, it is a refrain that has been constantly repeated 
over the past 17 years. The public has long since become 
callous to it. 

Mr. Truman did not mention names but it was obvious that 
he was referring to people in his own party like Sen. Harry Byrd, 
of Virginia, and Gov. James F. Byrnes, of South Carolina, together 
with a host of Republicans, typified by former Rep. Robert F. 
Rich, of Pennsylvania. 

Rich was a wealthy and conservative businessman who rose 
to fame in Congress chiefly because of his repetition of the ques- 


tion every time a heavy appropriation bill was brought in of 
“Where are you going to get the money?” 


He first started putting the question back in 
National Debt the early days of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion when various New Deal ventures were increasing the national 
debt by leaps and bounds. The Pennsylvanian professed to be 
alarmed at the trend and used to warn that the country was headed 
for certain bankruptcy. Many of those identified with his school 
of Tory conservatism had a habit of saying in those days that the 
country could not stand a national debt of more than $50 billion. 
After that bankruptcy, they would shout. 

Just why the $50 billion figure was hit upon as the limit of 
our debt capacity was never made clear, unless it was the clese 
relationship it bore to the national income we were reduced to 
during the lean years of the Hoover depression. But the econo- 
mizers were constantly on the alert. And they never failed to make 
the old familiar outcry about the country being “headed for hell 
in a hack.” 

Many of them are still with us today. The House no longer 
echoes the anguished cry of Mr. Rich about where the money is 
coming from, but others have appeared in his place. 

The only difference is the present-day alarmists have been 
forced to raise their limits somewhat. We did not run into national 
bankruptcy when the public debt hit the $50 billion figure. In 
fact, we skipped beyond it so fast that the projected’ limit was for- 
gotten in the rush. Before we had finished with World War II the 
debt figure had risen to well above $250 billions, and much to the 
surprise of some of our phony economists, we found ourselves en- 
joying the greatest period of prosperity of all time. 


Truman President Truman was thinking of 
Ridicules these things when he ridiculed his 


critics the other day. The timid souls among us would do well to 
read his words carefully. Here is the way he put it: 

“I want to say to these gentlemen who are spreading this story 
(the threat of national bankruptcy), ‘Don’t be afraid.’ This is 
something that has been worrying you for a number of years now. 
It is something you’ve been saying over and over again. It wasn’t 
true when you began to say it, and it has not been true as you have 
repeated it over and over since then, and now it is further from 
the truth than ever.” 

And then to fortify his words with facts, by way of dispelling 
the false alarms, he added this economic report on, the state of the 
nation: “The country is stronger economically than it has ever been 
before. Its people.are more prosperous, After paying their taxes, the 
people have an average per capita income that will buy 40 percent 
more than it did in 1939, in site of increases in prices. Corporations 
are making more money than they ever did and, even after paying 
taxes at the new high rates, their profits are running at a higher 
rate than any year except the record-breaking 1950.” 

The facts are as the President reported them. He leaves no 
room for the alarmists to sell their gloomy tale.

Prisoners Demand 


(,ood Mail Service 


Prisoners’ letters provide a wealth of human 

interest material—enough to fill a book, if they 

i could be collected. The day’s worry of keeping 

prisoners contigo of whom say they are innocent—and the 

day’s heartbreaks of listening to prisoners’ families plead for their 

freedom or life, are broken for the State Department of Corrections 
and State Board of Paroles by letters.with humorous angles. 

J. B. Hatchett, assistant state director of corrections, was telling 
the boys at coffee the other morning about one of the most fre- 
quent complaints from prisoners—the mail. This prisoner had 
escaped and had been recaptured. .As punishment, he wasn’t 
allowed to receive mail for a number of days. Somehow, he 
learned his family had been writing him and that the warden was 
holding up delivery of the mail. So he wrote an appeal to the 
State Department of Corrections. 

He complained that: “I find out I been gittin’ mail I ain’t been 
gittin’.’ 

Prisoners can appeal treatment by the warden ‘to the Depart- 
ment of Corrections. Many times, they take their appeal to a 
higher authority—the governor—but he invariably sends the mail, 
without comment, to the department. Occasionally, however, they 
go to what they consider “n even higher authority. They write 
personal letters to the President of the United States. 


. . In this democratic country, the Presi- 
Write President dent’s office answers the mail of the 
lowliest prisoner. Invariably, the President tells the state prisoner 
that the matter is a state matter, which is outside his jurisdiction, 
and that he is referring the complaint to the Georgia governor or 
the Georgia Department of Corrections. 

One Georgia prisoner reported anticipating different treatment 
from President Truman, however. The prisoner wrote Mr. Hatch- 
ett complaining of the treatment he says he is receiving in prison. 
He demanded action by the Department of Corrections. Otherwise, 
he warned: 

“I gonna write President Truman about this, and he'll refer 
it to the Guaranteed Satisfaction Committee... .” 

Mr. Hatchett, who has had long dealings with prisoners, wasn't 
too concerned about the threat. But he says he definitely is inter- 
ested in finding that “Guaranteed Satisfaction Committee.” He'd 
like a little satisfaction, himself.

Too Many Mental Road Blocks 


WASHINGTON—It startles most of us to find out what ideas other people have 


about us Americans. 


old, who have just spent a year among us. 


For example—the two English. schoolboys, 18 and 19 years 


They told reporters in New York 


that they have found out that not all Americans have flashy automobiles, wear 


gaudy ties and cowboy hats, chew bubble gum, 
Having corrected these erroneous impressions they had before 
“Americans afte a wonderful, 
Then this general observation from them: “People everywhere are just about the same.” 
Yet fewer people in the world at large today seem really to believe it. There 


: oO bulging bankrolls. 
they hed seen us, they now sum us up thus: 
people.” 
That is a simple fact. 
is a rising tide of nationalism in the thinking 
about people of other nations, due probably to 
the fretful, jumpy state of the world’s people. 
The suspicions embrace those supposed to be our 
friends, as well as those we think of as enemies. 


We all appear to tend more to think of 
others in stock symbols and caricatures, de- 
spite the supposed generally more enlightened 
state of the world. The mental caricatures of 
the two British schoolboys are matched by the 
mental caricatures many of us have about 
the British people, and other people on 
around the world, including the Russian peo- | 
ple, of course, and principally just now. 


To them we are the leering caricature painted 
by Joe Stalin, and we are represented to them 
in two groups—bloated “Wall Street capitalists” 
or starving slaves. 

This form of international insanity, tying 
ourselves up in mental nationalistic strait- 
jackets, could as well burst forth and cause an- 
other world war as some of the more orthodox 
reasons the statesmen and historians find for 
such calamities. It could be as simple and hor- 
rible as that. 

When people reach the stage of thinking of 
those in other countries in caricature, it is easy 
to go on to the next stage—which is to begin 
thinking of people in your own country in cari- 
cature and with labels, and to regard them with 
suspicion, That is a trend today right here in 
the United States, exemplified in the cataloguing 
process in which some indulge about their neigh- 
bors on the basis of what they say or think. 

It can even get to hair-splitting, where it’s 
what a person may think on one issue or sub- 
ject, as, for extreme example of caricature, when 
a real estate lobbyist some time ago called Sena- 
tor Taft “communistic” because he supported 
public housing. It was hardly necessary for the 
senator to sue to clear himself, or appear before 
the un-American activities committee. We aren't 
quite that crazy yet—but almost. 

Most insidious has been the effect in our uni- 
versities, where teachers are getting afraid and 


jittery. 
This hysteria in education erupts here and 


there from time to time. Down at the Univer-. 
sity of Virginia, which Thomas Jefferson founded, 


one professor has charged that a couple of others 

are “leftists.” While the faculty, which ought to 
a: the responsible body in a great university, has 
exonerated the tyJo professors, the board of visi-

the state and politics eventually, and neither 
should be monkeying into education. 

Without knowing anything about the case 
except those bare facts, it still is possible to en- 
visage the anxiety it would cause old Tom Jef- 
ferson, who thought of a university as a place of 
free inquiry, where students could explore and 
investigate for themselves, havirg a chance to 
examine all viewpoints. 

If our coming generation can’t be trusted to - 
do that, to learn to think for themselves, then 
we>-are doomed anyhow and any number of 
expulsions of professors tagged by sonmtebody or 
other as “leftists” or any number of “loyalty 
oaths” cannot save us, just as “purges” cannot, 
in the end, save tyranny in Russia or anywhere 
else. 

The path to understanding and peace is get- 
ting all cluttered up today with mental road- 
blocks, by signs with caricatures instead of direc- 
tions, and it can’t be opened up by blasts of artil- 
lery or bombs, or by labeling each other, calling 
eachother names, as we try to seek our way. 

While all of us can’t go out and look at” 
other people in the world the way the two Eng- 
lish schoolboys looked at us, attending our schools 
and hitch-hiking over the country, we can.in- 
quire by what means we have, and should be 
allowed to do it freely, for they all will bring us 
to the same conclusion: 

“People everywhere are just about the same.”

William J. Burks, of Spald- 
ing County, and an Atlanta Ne- 
gro, Marion L. Allen, were also 
indicted at the same time.

Posey testified that he had sold 
captured cars and divided the 
money with officers. “It has been 
the custom” of officers to take 
sugar confiscated and divide it 
“among some of my friends,” in- 
cluding State Patrolmen, Posey 
added. 

Questioned about some missing 
bonds from his office, the Sheriff 
said the bonds were discovered 
missing when his office was 
broken into and rifled.

Teen-A gers Organize SocialClubs 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 

The pretty young teen-ager sol- 
emnly explained the purposes of 
her new club and then she paused 
breaslessly. 

“There's been a lot of joking,” 
she said, “about our club name— 
‘Ss. 0. SS.” They've called us a lot 
of things, including Stingy Old 
Spinsters. But it really means 
Serve Our School.” 

She sat down and the applause 
that rippled over the Henry 
Grady High School cafeteria was 
more than applause for one pret- 
ty teen-ager and her fellow mem- 
bers of a little social club. 

It was applause for an idea— 
an ideal, really—and concrete 
evidence that it is winning 
through. 

GRADY’S ANSWER 

Henry Grady High School was 
the school in the Atlanta city sys- 
tem most bedeviled by the prob- 
lem of fraternities and sororities. 
‘The Atlanta Board of Education 
issued an edict that students join- 
ing fraternities and sororities after 
March 15, 1950, would be denied 
the privilege of participating in 
school activities—a ban which be- 
@eomes effective Jan. 1, 1952, in 


‘county schools coming into the 
city system. 

All eyes have been on Grady 
to see how that school met its 
problem, the ancient problem of 
providing for its young people an 


acceptable substitute for the kind 


of social activity afforded by the 
fraternities and _ sororities. 

Grady had its answer ready 
when the members of six social 
clubs met with sponsors, school 
officials and an interested parent 
or two to receive their charters at 
a gala breakfast in the school cafe- 
teria. 

The young people accepting the 
charters explained the plans and 
purposes of their clubs and each 
of them, in addition to mention- 
ing slumber parties and dances 
and “at least one party a month 
at a member’s house.” told of 
some service function for the 
school and the community.

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How Many Men Really Take 
A Shine to Their Shoes? 


Most men are reputed to be 
lovers of. leather, but how many 
of them take a real shine to their 
shoes? 

There are, however, two general 
classifications of those who want 
their shoes to look neat and clean 
—those who want the shine to 
rival the brilliance of the sun and 
those who are content with a lus- 
trous glow. 

Those who want the brilliant 
giow should have a good brush, a 
few cloths devoid of lint, a can 
ef good shoe paste, a saucer of 
water and a bottle of liquid shoe 
dye if they want the shoes per- 
manently darkened. 

What's next? 

Clean shoes by brushing off all 
dirt and mud. To stain, wash 
surface with a soft cloth that has 
been saturated with warm, soapy 
water. Wipe with a dry rag and 
while still damp, apply stain 
evenly. 

When the stain has been thor- 
oughly absorbed and the leather 
is dry—brush. Then take a clean 
cloth, dampen and apply paste 
with a rapid circular motion, 
working on one area at a time. 


Be sparing with the paste; it’s the 
elbow grease that gives results.

So the United States military 
aid program (the year ahead is 
the second year of such help) was 
started. It is expected to run 
through 1953-54, and administra- 
tion leaders think the drive to re- 
arm Western Europe may cost the 
United States taxpayer another 
$24,000,000,000 all told,

| The visiting senators heard in 
all the countries that since U. S. 
military aid began to arrive the 
‘morale has picked up noticeably. 
They found that Marshall Plan 
|spending (all for purely economic 
‘aid) had brought back Western 
‘Europe’s production and had de- 
feated several Communist politi- 
cal projects. But it had put no 
real starch into Europe’s zackbone, 
because of the fear of a Red in- 
vasion, 

Morale had gotten so low that 
United States workers found a 
few French families studying Rus- 
sian to ease their lots in the event 
of occupation. 

The senators learned thaf spend- 
ing for arms had to be viewed 
from several angles. 

For example, citizens of four 
nations are taxed more heavily 
than the United States. In the 
current fiscal year their tax “take” 
on the gross national income is: 
Britain 33.7 per cent; Norway 31.8: 
Netherlands 28.4; and France 27.3. 
The United States bite was 26.2. 

The other NATO partners tax 
their citizens less than the U. S.: 
Italy 24 per cent: Belgium-Lux- 
embourg 19.6; Denmark 18.8: 
Portugal 11.4. (Canada and Ice- 
land are not listed in the Senate 
report, but Marshall Plan head- 
quarters says Canada taxes at 23.2 
per cent.) 

High taxation in some of na- 
tions is explained by the wider 
social security programs, the cost 
of repairing war damage and the 
need to rebuild government re- 
serves. 

The senators were told that Eu- 
rope has less “fat” to tax. On the 
average, European living levels 
have risen about 6 per cent since 
World War II. In the United States 
it has risen 43 per cent. 

It is true that in some spots, 
like France, industrial production 
is up to 140 per.cent of the 1938 
figure.

Floyers: The . groom usually 
‘buys the bride’s bouquet, and cor- 
sages for his mother and his 
prospective mother-in-law. Usu- 
ally the bride’s family supplies 
the bridesmaids’ bouquets, but 
they may be given by the groom 
with the bride’s consent. The 
groom supplies boutonnieres for 
himself, best man and ushers, His 
own flower should be different. 

Best Man’s and ushers’ pres- 
ents: These are customarily pre- 
sented at a bachelor dinner. or 
Similar appropriate occasion prior 
to the wedding. Cuff links, money 
clips, cigarette cases, ash trays, 
or leather jewelry boxes marked 
with their initials are a few sug- 
gested gift items. 


Fee or Contribution to clergy: 
Check or bills are put in an enve- 
lope by the groom. Presentation 
is made by the best man usually 
before (though sometimes after) 
the wedding. The amount of the 
contribution depends oon _ the 
groom’s circumstances and the 
type of wedding. Fro an elaborate 
church affair witth hundreds of 
guests, the groom might choose 
to give as much as $100-$500. 
Smaller, less elaborate weddings 
would not call for more than $10- 
$25. 

Transportation: The groom is 
responsible for the car which gets 
the best man and himself to the 
scene of the wedding, and the one 
in which he and his bride leave 
the recéption. 


Bachelor Dinner: Though many 
bridegrooms omit the bachelor 
dinner on the theory that the 
bride’s parents’ dinner to the 
bridal party makes it unneces- 
isary, if serves as a safety valve 
for the groom’s friends to get 
their hilarity out of their systems 
‘so they can act properly dignified 
on the wedding day. It is usually 
scheduled a night or two before 
the main event. 

Reception: The groom had bet- 
ter remember to dance the first 
dance with s wife.

‘the groom’s hat and gloves and 
‘take them around to the vestibule 
to await the wedding party, mean-

Reception: He proposes. the 
first toast to the bride at the re- 
ception or wedding breakfast. 

Arrangements: The best man 
helps the groom with tickets and 
baggage for the honeymoon.

Many of these garments—watch 
for shorter storm coats and 
slightly longer surcoats—will fea- 
ture fur-like collars and all- 
around belts with a strong appeal 
to the average man. 

A first choice of material about 
the neck is mouton. Take, for in- 
stance, the 40-inch surcoat, which 
has a rayon gabardine shell, deep- 
quilted satin lining throughout 
and a two-way zipper that zips to 
chest or to throat. It has a mouton 
collar. 

Then there is the raglan-shoul- 
der herringbone tweed ulster with 
half-belt back, alpaca. collar, 
woven alpaca lining and—mouton; 
not only the collar but as trim for 
the cap. 

Mouton—pure wool on the 
skin—stands up in all types of 
weather. 

But the outstanding develop- 
ment in outerwear is the almost 
complete acceptance, so far, of 
rayon in place of wool for coat 
and jacket shells. This industry 
has gone far beyond the tailored- 
clothing industry in the use of 
synthetic fiber fabrics.

BLENDS OF VI6COSE and ace- 
tate rayon and nylon in sheen 
gabardines and cavalry twills will 
be found in various style of coats 
and jackets. Practically all are 
crease-resistant and water-repel- 
lent. 

Pure wool cloths, however, re- 


top-quality stormcoats and ulsters. 
And speaking of linings: In 


the linings outshine the outer gar- 
ments. The quilted satins, for in- 
stance, with their wool insulation, 
make a garment both luxurious in 
appearance as well as comfortable 
to wear. . 

Feather down will be prac- 
tically off the market as an insu- 
lation for civilian garments this 
season. But the new metallic 
linings, making their second sea- 
sonal appearance, will continue to 
increase in interest. 

Getting back to stormcoats: A 
full-belted tweed stormcoat will 
feature raglan sleeves, mouton 
collar and alpaca lining. Here you 
have a choice of mouton or al- 
paca collar.

STYLEWISE, some big news is 
the raglan-sleeved, alpaca-collared 
ulster tweed coat, which could 
well make inroads this year on 
the mouton-collar models. Signifi- 
cant, also, is the introduction of 
another fur in collars—the Aus- 
tralian opossum setting off im- 
ported English herringbone tweed. 
Shawl collars, introduced last fall, 
will continue important, but less 
emphasis will be placed on the 
fly-front, club-collared, full- 
length coat. 

Or you may like the leather sur- 
coat or horsehide with quilted 
satin rayon lining; the 32-inch 
wrap-around leisure jacket of silk 
nap suede with shirred front and 
back or the all-wool jacket with 
contrasting color knitted inset and 
bottom for that cool or cold 
weather spell. . 

Shorter coats, 36 to 40 inch 
long, are gaining steadily in pop- 
ularity, and they are being worn 
by men other than the younger 
or college students. 

So far as outer jackets for fall 
and winter is concerned, you'll 
find two new styles—(1) rayon 
sheen gabardine with quilted ray- 
on lining, knitted bottom, two- 
way patch-flap pockets and self 
collar, (2) rayon twill in tartan 
pattern with shirred elastic bot- 
tom, quilted wool lining, wool pile 
collar and a zipper.
